Jimmy Butler said it’s all about the fit. And he 
wasn’t referring to Tom Thibodeau going to 
the Minnesota Timberwolves. 

Butler appeared Wednesday at the new 
Bonobos Guideshop on Michigan Avenue, 
sporting a black blazer from the web-based 
apparel brand. 

“The clothes fit me well,” he said. “Make 
my biceps look bigger than what they really 
are.” 

A couple of weeks ago, Butler announced 
he was launching his own line of boxers this 
fall through PSD, a company he co-owns.

Hawks plan to learn 
from Shaw’s mistake

Andrew Shaw’s use of a homophobic slur dur- 
ing Game 4 of the Blackhawks’ playoff series 
against the Blues made headlines in both the 
U.S. and Canada. 

“It’s a hurtful word,” Shaw said Wednesday 
“It’s 2016 now. It’s time that everyone is treat- 
ed equally It’s a hurtful word, I know that. I’m 
sorry and I want to apologize.” 

Shaw’s actions drew a one-game suspen- 
sion and sent reverberations throughout the 
hockey world. 

“This kind of opens up everyone’s eyes, a 
situation like this,” Patrick Kane said Thurs- 
day “Beyond that I guess we’ll kind of see 
what happens in the future, but I think it’s 
definitely a learning point to not only ‘Shaw- 
zie’ but everyone in this room, myself in- 
cluded, and I’m sure a lot more players in the 
league.” 

Hawks captain Jonathan Toews said the 
team understands the power the word can 
have on people who are gay 

“What happened at the end of the game 
ITiesday] night is in some ways a teachable 
moment that I think we can all be a little more 
conscious of the impact that word might have,” 
he said. “...I think we’re all thinking about that 
much more than if we haven’t before.” 

Both Toews and Kane said they hoped the 


word can disappear from the ice. 

Anthony Alfano, a lifelong Hawks fan who 
plays for the Chicago Gay Hockey Associa- 
tion, said it would take a long time before the 
word disappears from the hockey and sports 
lexicon as a whole. 

He said the culture of pro sports, in which 
players demean and degrade their opponents, 
allows the slur to be used in a casual manner. 
Alfano said he hoped athletes would evaluate 
what kind of an impact the word can have 
on young people struggling with their sexual 
identity 

“Like many derogatory words, it takes on 
different meanings through time, and this 
word is no different,” Alfano said. “I’m of- 
fended because there are so many LGBTQ 
youth that struggle with their identity and 
the use of this word from someone who is 
supposed to be a role model only hurts their 
identity and coming out process.” 

Toews said he was glad he does not hear the 
word as often as he used to. 

“Of course sometimes wherever you are 
you might hear that term here and there, but 
I don’t think people are as ignorant toward 
what it means and who it can hurt nowadays,” 
Toews said. “I think {Tuesday} night definitely 
brought that to our attention more than it has 
in the past. “

A pretty unnecessary

“The Huntsman:

The film opens with a flashback set seven 
years before the events of “Snow White.”

Queen Ravenna (Charlize Theron) coun- 
sels her sister, Freya (Emily Blunt), to end 
an illicit affair with an engaged man, even 
though she is carrying his child. Freya refuses 
and gives birth to a baby girl, only to have 
that same baby burned to death by her lover. 
In a rage, she spontaneously develops her 
wintry powers and shoots spikes of ice into 
the lover, shattering him into a million little 
pieces. 

Freya is subsequently heartbroken and 
shuts herself up in a frozen castle to create— 
no joke— an army of children, seized from 
local villages at a young age and trained to 
never feel love. 

“There is only one rule in my kingdom,” 
she intones icily to her flock of child soldiers. 
“Do not love.” 

But lo! Flash forward to the present 
and, against aU odds, the titular huntsman, 
Eric (Chris Hemsworth), and Sara (Jessica 
Chastain) grow up to be both ridiculously 
attractive and the most talented fighters in 



their age group — and they simply can’t help 
but fall in love. Chaos and bloodshed ensue. 

Admittedly, there are a few highlights 
throughout the course of the film. Hems- 
worth and Chastain, despite sporting bizarre 
Scottish-ish accents, have that sexy warrior- 
type chemistry that’s almost impossible to 
dislike. One minute she’s holding a knife to 
his throat, the next they’re making out in 
a hot spring. It may be an overdone trope, 
but it’s undeniably satisfying. The visuals 
are also stunning at times, featuring sprawl- 
ing English meadows and bubbling rivers of 
molten gold. 

But despite these positives, “The Hunts- 


man” struggles to strike the right balance 
between an adult action movie and the sac- 
charine fairy tales it’s based on. On the one 
hand, there’s an abundance of bone-crunch- 
ing battle scenes and overwrought moments 
of sexual tension; on the other hand, the plot 
is quite literally contingent on the power of 
love conquering all. 

You can’t take kids to the theater to watch 
baby burnings and forest sex scenes, but 
most adults won’t be content with the dopey 
sentimental resolution. So that begs the 
question: Who is this movie even for?

‘Hologram* is just OK, 
but hey, Tom Hanks! 



“A Hologram for the 
King” has kind of a 
high-school story feel 
to it. Guy ends up in 
a new place and has 
to find his feet. He 
quickly meets a goofy 
but clever buddy who 
helps him along, but 
then he finds himself 
and gets a girlfriend 
and the buddy gets 
left behind. Womp. 

Our guy here is Alan Clay (Tom Hanks), 
who isn’t doing so great. His marriage has fall- 
en apart, he’s still dealing with the aftermath 
of a long-ago bad business move and he can’t 
pay for his daughter to go to college anymore. 

He’s sent to Saudi Arabia to try to sell a 
holographic teleconferencing system for 
the king’s exciting new King’s Metropolis of 
Economy and Trade complex, but when he 
gets to the “metropolis,” he finds just a few 


buildings on a big, sandy desert. His small 
team is set up in a foodless, Wi-Fi-less tent, his 
contact is nowhere to be found, and the king 
hasn’t been to visit in i8-plus months. Yeesh. 

Luckily Alan has Y)usef (Alexander Black), 
his driver-turned-true friend. Y)usef is cheer- 
ful, smart, thoughtful— and, unfortunately 
caught up in a flirtation with a married 
woman, whose husband he fears is out to get 
him. It’s one of several weird side plots that 
never really go anywhere, but it’s not too 
distracting. Yousef takes Alan under his wing, 
showing him around and cheering him up. 

But then, love. After a botched attempt 
at self-surgery (careful, blood-phobes), Alan 
finds himself in the care of Dr. Zahra Hakem 
(Sarita Choudhury). Y)u see their romance 
coming from a mile away, but when it finally 
blossoms after a few rough starts, it’s sweet. 

Hanks is at home in this role, playing a guy 
who’s awkward and troubled but ultimately 
well-meaning. He doesn’t over-emote, and ac- 
tually emotes rather masterfully; in one scene. 


he lets out an under-his-breath “{bleep}” in the 
dark doorway of his new hare-bones work- 
space, then slowly rearranges his face into a 
smile as he walks into the light, meeting his 
team cheerfully as if nothing is wrong. 

“Hologram” doesn’t try to provide much 
commentary on Saudi Arabian culture (and 
maybe it should, maybe it shouldn’t), but 
at least it doesn’t appear to cause any harm, 
either. When the movie makes jokes about 
cultural differences, Alan is usually the butt of 
them, not the culture itself, and jokes that tar- 
get the culture are mostly made by the people 


who are part of it. That’s splitting hairs, maybe, 
but it makes a difference in the film’s tone. 

Overall, “Hologram,” based on a novel of 
the same name by Dave Eggers and written 
and directed byTomTykwer, who co-directed 
“Cloud Atlas,” isn’t anything super special. 

It has uneven pacing, cracks a few cringe- 
worthy jokes and sort of flubs the ending. 

But the characters are well-developed and 
likeable, the laughs are genuine and there are 
generally plenty of warm fuzzies to be had. 
And let’s be real; the movie stars Tom Hanks. 
Sometimes, that’s enough.

ELVIS & 
NIXON 


Well-acted, sometimes 
entertaining nonsense 


What happens when 
the King and the 
president meet? Ev- 
erything and nothing. 

That’s exactly 
what happens in 
the 86 minutes of 
“Elvis & Nixon,” a 
fictionalized account 
of the meeting 
between Elvis Presley 
(Michael Shannon) 
and Richard Nixon 
(Kevin Spacey) at the White House in 1970. 

Nixon didn’t begin his infamous secret re- 
cordings until 1971, so the only record of the 
meeting is a now-famous photo of the two 
men shaking hands in the Oval Office. Taking 
it from there, writers Joey Sagal, Hanala Sagal 
and Cary Elwes (yes, the “Princess Bride” and 
“Saw” actor, in his screenwriting debut) cre- 
ate something that wavers between historical 
fan fiction and a serious character study of 
two larger-than-life figures. 

The path to this unlikely meeting starts 
when an older Elvis, no longer a young pop 
idol, feels the urge to do something for his 
country after seeing drugged-up, draft card- 
burning hippies on TV Eor unclear reasons, 
he hops on a plane to LA, gets arrested for 
carrying guns, is bailed out by his friend Jerry 
Schilling (Alex Pettyfer) and then hops on 
another plane with Jerry to Washington, D.C. 

En route, he pens a letter to Nixon, of- 
fering up his services to his country and 
requesting to be named a “federal agent 
at-large” so he can go undercover in the war 
on drugs (yes, really). PS. He really wants 
a badge to go with the title. Through the 


machinations of Jerry, Nixon aide/Elvis fan 
Egil “Bud” Krogh (Colin Hanks) and Nixon’s 
assistant Dwight Chapin (Evan Peters), 
Nixon reluctantly agrees to the meeting. 

The climactic meeting is well-acted, well- 
written utter nonsense, an awkward yet mod- 
erately entertaining pissing contest between 
the two men. Their conversation, supposed 
to take five minutes, evolves into a bit of a 
saga as they meander among a series of topics 
that touch upon everything. And nothing. 

Superficially, it’s a stretch to see Spacey and 
even more so Shannon as the figures they’re 
portraying. (Spacey sometimes just looks like 
an older Erank Underwood hunched behind 
his desk.) But the acting chops of both help 
overcome the wide visual gap. 

Shannon in particular slips easily among 
the different shades of Elvis’ character: the 
arrogant pop icon, the delusional washed-up 
superstar and the lonely man trapped behind 
his fame. Even if the whole time you can’t help 
but think he just looks like a half-baked im- 
personator on his way to an Elvis convention. 

Likewise distracting is the writing, which 
flip-flops between slick and sly dialogue 
(“Thank you, thank you very much,” Elvis 
unironically says at one point) and stilted 
monologues that make everyone sound like 
self-analyzing pseudo-psychologists, ^s, 
people often think about their feelings and 
why they do things; less likely is sharing these 
thoughts with others, especially strangers. 

If you like history and the slightly wacky 
this movie is for you. If you like movies that 
have a point, then perhaps it’s better to wait 
until “Elvis & Nixon” has left the building.
